At this very minute, wc arc rc- 
eoiinlzlns,' I hope— certainly we

■truction. We arc today protecting 
our hcriUge. We arc today fighting 
off an attack on that heritage, but 
at the same time we arc laying the 
foundation of that future society to- 
wards which we hope to move. 

1 think that that question is 
fundamental. It is in part all that 
our thoughts, all that our acts, and 
all that our aims will achieve,. be- 
cause there will not come, after the 
war is over, some pleasant time in 
which wc can all sit down and 
smoke our pipes and look around us 
and say— "That job's done— Now. 
what arc we going to do about re- 
constructing tomorrow's world?" 
Things do not happen that way. 
The future world is created by our 
daily decisions. 

K you do not use your opporlunl- 
ties— U you do not recognize that 
you have the opportunity to come 
forward and make the greatest con- 
tribution to yourselves and your 
fellows of any generation that has 
gone before you, then the , oppor- 
tunity wUl be lost

We are not at present engaged in 
a religious reformation, but we arc 
engaged In something that It, if 
anything, more fundamental than 
that, because it Is not only religion 
that is at stake— It is the whole in- 
tellectual, moral, cultural fibre of 
our Western civilization. 

Wc are in a position (and 1 should 
be false to my trust if I tried to 
gloss it over)— wc in Canada are in 
a position today where we face the 
greatest crisis that this country has 
ever faced. We miist recognize the 
fact that a great deal more than 
■we have done yet needs to be done 
if we are going to play our part; 
if we arc going effectively to de- 
stroy the enemies that threaten us 
as much as they threaten our sister 
countries of the Western Hemi- 
sphere. • ' 
I am not talking about govern- 
ments. I am not talking particular- 
ly about enlistments or about mili- 
tary affairs, though these three arc 
■egnicnts of the problem. I am talk- 
ing about the responsibility of every 
individual to assist and to do all 
that he or. she is able to do, so that 
by co-operation born of enthusiasm, 
we may succeed actually in welding 
ourselves into a mighty force,' in- 
spired and dominated by a recogni- 
tion of the problem that wc face 
I and carried forward by a deter- 
Jnined resolve to solve it for our. 
jaelves — not only to win respite, 
• but actually to create and firmly 
jbuild a society in which our chil- 
Idren and our children's children 
Svill enjoy the precious things of our 
own inheritance. Tbat, I think. Is 
the essential quality that underlies 
any peace of mind 'at the present 
time.

Mile of Pennies Misfits to Be 
Auctioned Tomorrow in Union

< An auction sale of old coins, 
conducted by the McGill Phil- 
atelic and Numismatic. Society, 
will be held tomorrow from 12 
noon to 2 p.m. . In the Union 
Grill Room.vTlie proceeds of the 
sale' will be'^doiiated to the Mc- 
Gill War Fund. 

The majority of these coins 
were pennies placed on the tine, 
in mistake for CENTS, during 
the recent Mile of "Pennies" 
campaign.. Many more coins 
have since been given .to the 
Society, making a total of sev- 
eral hundred coins, including 
' many scarce yarieties. 

The oldest coin -yet encoun- 
tered by the executive of the 
Society is an English copper 
piece of the reign of James II, 
dated June 12th 1600, and is 
thus more than 250 years, old. 
Other interesting Items Include 
a Spanish silver .coin dated 1717, 
a half crown of the reign of 
George III, and an United 
^ sûtes coin of 1787 bearing the 
peculiar inscription "Mind your 
business." '

coins and tokens. In addition 
there arc modem coins from Ja- 
pan, India, and from almost 
every country in Europe. 
' Besides selling coins, the 
Society is planning to collect 
and sell postage, stamps to aug-. 

The execu- 
tive wish to emphasize that no 
stamps are too' humble to do 
their bit in the war effort, and 
hope to receive large quantities 
of Canadian stamps, including 
the three cent used, as well as 
numbers of ihe more exotic 
varieties. 

In order to facilitate the 'col- 
lection of stamps for this pur- 
pose the Society, acting in full 
co-operation with the War 
Council, is going to place duly 
labelled boxes in the various 
University buildings, so that all 
McGill students .will .have the 
opportunity to help, the war .ef- 
fort by merely detaching the 
stamps, with a small margin of 
paper, from their correspond- 
ence and placing them in the 
boxes supplied by the Society.

Club Discusses 
War Inflation 

Papers Read 
At Political 
Economy Meeting 



"Inflation may be defined as the 
relative speed at which price out- 
strips production," stated Don Dei- 
vin at the opening meeting of the 
Political Economy Club held last 
night In the Grill Room of the Mc- 
Gill Union. The speakers were Don 
Delvln, .treasurer ot the club, and 
Lloyd Henderson, former student 
of Economics and present student 
of Theology. Commenting on the 
speeches delivered was Dr. Hem- 
meon, chairman of the Department 
of Economics. 
•Donald Delvln, first speaker on 
the 'Program stressed the current 
misconceptions about Inflation and 
the difficulty of defining it. "It Is 
thought by many that Inflation con- 
sists ot the mere printing of too 
much .' money, or just a rise in 
prlcesi '^Tendency towards Inflation 
may be perceived when a . rise In 
ihe price level Is hot attended by 
a subsequent increase in produc- 
tion. This, tends to reduce the value 
of the monetary instrunients work- 
ing on the hypotjiesis that the value 
of money^ is its purchasing power." 

Lloyd Henderson, the other 
speaker on the program, sought to 
relate the perils of inflation to our 
p<resent war program. "Increased 
money wages," he stated, "with a 
greater feeling of security, leads 
people to Increased spending. Since 
the -production of consumer's goods 
has been curtailed due to war pro- 
duction, this Increased demand only 
leads to higher prices and, if not 
checked, to inflation." 

Dr. Hemmeon stressed the point 
of view of J. M. Keynes that in- 
flation results when there is an in- 
crease in money after full employ- 
ment of labor, land and capital has 
been attained.

Political Comment 



SHOOT ON SIGHT 

Since President Roosevelt gave , his "shoot 
on alghf order to toe U.S. Navy some two 
months ago, German submarines have done all 
the shooting while the American ships have 
tried In vain to sight thcbi. During that time, 
Nazi U-boats have attacked live American ves- 
sels including two warships, one of which, the 
Reuben James, was sunk with the loss of most 
of lis crew. . 

So far as we know, U.S. ships have inflicted 
no damage on Nazi subs, although both Presi- 
dent Roosevelt and Secretary of the Navy 
Knox have declared that no announcement will 
be made when an American vessel damages 
or destroys a German U«boat. However, It is 
more than likely that we shall hear a great 
deal from Propaganda Chief Goebbels, should 
a German submarine be destroyed or damaged 
by an American ship. 

During the last war, when the U.S.A. was 
an active belligerent lor more than a year, only 
two ol her warships were sunk. On this ac- 
count alone, It Is Impossible to understand how 
the American Isolationists can even entertain 
the thought that the U5A is and can remain 
neutral in this war. 

One thing is crystal clear— that is. that Ger- 
many Is definitely at war with the U.S. and 
that the Nazi subs will do their utmost to sink 
every American vessel that comes within tor- 
pedo range. The tragedy of the matter is that 
the U.S. Navy la unable to defend Itself as 
long as the shackles of the Neutrality Act re- 
main. This Act prevents the arming of Mer- 
chant ships and forbids the entrance of Ameri- 
can ships Into the "combat" areas. 

The area to the south-west of Iceland has 
been the real "hot comer." For it is in this 
zone, that six Amerlcan-owned vessels Includ- 
ing three naval cralt have been torpedoed. 
Alter firing their torpedoes, the Nazi U-boats 
have only to move two hundred miles eastward 
to find themselves In the forbidden area and 
to be safe from American attack. From there, 
they can thumb their noses at the U.S. Navy. 

The Isolationist Senators and Congressmen 
are crying that the Nazi attacks do not warrant 
the repeal of the Neutrality Act It seems that 
only after a lew more U.S. ships have gone to 
tho bottom with American sailors aboard, will 
It come home to the Isolationists that the Ger 
mans mean business. At present, the non-ln 
terventlonlsts are burying their thick heads in 
the sand," pretending that tho acts of Nazi 
piracy arc Just a straw in the wind. The In 
tellectual status of Apierlcan politicians has 
Indeed reached a new low, when it requires 
■the loss of more sailors to convince them that 
these brave men ifiust be défended at all costs, 
The U.S. Navy cannot afford to keep one 
eye on the reactions of the isolationists and try 
to hunt the German raiders wlUi the other, 
All the attention and strength which the U.S.A 
can muster will be needed to clear the seas of 
the Nazi "rattlesnakes." The U.S. Navy must 
be given the full "Go Ahead" signal. The Im- 
mediate outright repeal of the Neutrality Act 
will go a long, way towards accomplishing this.

LITTLE FLOWER BLOOMS AGAIN 

Fiorello (Little Flower) H. LaGuardià has 
been chosen to run the largest city in the 

United States lor lour more years. Like Presi- 
dent Roosevelt, the chunky little lire-ball Is 
the lirst man to retain his olllce lor three con 
secutive terms. In more ways than this, the 
New York Mayoralty contest was similar to the 
Presidential campaign of a year ago. 

LaGuardia, like Roosevelt, had shown his 
electorate that he was capable of giving them 
a great administration. Both O'Dwyer and 
Willklo had only promises to oiler. In this re 
spect, the majority of the voters showed that 
they still "came from Missouri" in both elec' 
tlons. 

The forces ol reaction and political corrup- 
tion supported O'Dwyer as they did WHlkie 
They backed the Brooklyn District Attorney, 
not so much because they were greatly en 
amoured of . him, but : because . they regarded 
him as the lesser of the two evils. For O'Dwyer 
is reputed to be a "square-shooter." 

LaGuardia's comparatively slim majority ol 
134,000 votes may be attributed to two rather 
slgnilicant factors. First of all, most Ameri 
cans, unlike the British for instance, have 
shown a marked tendency to change their poll 
tical administrations quite frequently — "let's 
see what the other guy can do." LaGuardia 
had held bis Job for eight years which many 
voters thought was lonf enough. 

It wu much easier for O'Dwyer to criticize 
LaGuardia Ûtan for the Mayor to attack 
O'Dwyer. For when a man has been Mayor of 
a huge city like New York lor eight years he 
is bound to make many mistakes, no matter 
how capable he may be. In this respect, every 
politlclal candidate who holds office at election 
time Is handicapped to a certain extent. 

Negative criticism is always more convinc- 
ing; and O'Dwyer made the most of La^ 
Guardla's blunders (which were few and far 
between) In his campaign speeches. * ^e 
Mayor could only retaliate by exalting the ex' 
cellence of : his administration, refuting 
O'Dwyer** criticisms and vigorously attacking 
O'Dwyer*! Tammany supporters. Both candl 
dates resorted freely to 'name-calling which in 
Jected much humour into the campaign. 

By electing LaGuardia, the citizens of New 
York City will be assured of an honest, effi- 
cient and progressive municipal administra' 
tlon for the next four years. Our own City 
Fathers would do well to study the methods 
and «MonapUahntenti ol the Uttle Flower.

Cambridge's City Hall hummed 
with rapid-fire telephone conver- 
sations and hiunan bustling last 
night, as local ARP, authorities went 
through a dress rehearsal of actual 
air raid conditions in preparation 
for the mock bombing raid sched- 
uled for Friday. 

Harvard's part in the coming 
"bombing" will not be large, ac- 
cording to Law Professor James A. 
McLaughlin, member of President 
Conant's new Committee on Civil- 
ian Defense, who was present at 
the test last night and has been 
working Independently w.lth ARP 
authorities In Cambridge. 

Harvard District in Itself 

The city is divided into two zones 
as far as air raid preparations are 
concerned, explained City Hall 
officials last night, but Harvard Is 
a district in itself and will not come 
under the jurisdiction of either 
zone when final plans have been 
outlined. 

Instead, local ARP leaders look 
forward to the day when Harvard 
can operate Its own flre-flghtlng ap- 
paratus, and field Its own medical 
staff and air raid wardens. Aldrich 
Durant, business manager of the 
University, has been named war- 
den' of the Harvard district, 'and 
presumably bombing defence under 
actual war conditions would be 
under his management. 

Detailed plans for Harvard air 
raid defence have not been formu- 
lated yet, but one of the City HaU 
committeemen observed that prob- 
ably Harvard would require mem- 
bers of the mabitenance department 
to take an ARP course, which stu- 
dents would also be allowed to join. 

Durant said yesterday that the 
College is ready to supply all halls 
and dormitories with sand, fire hose, 
and other fire-fighting apparatus, 
but that distribution of these was 
not deemed advisable as yet.
